Nuverthele.-ts war will con- 
tinue to redden the green fiolds of oarlh 
ar.d write ila crimsou eadorsemeot across 
the charters of nations, as long as peace is 
not in the hesrts of men, and might is 
made, in tbe final argument of every seen 
lar oootrovecsy,. tbe only measure and defi 
nition of right. It the fntara 
gue as sincere and truthful as 
past, many an illusion of hope might he 
corrected, many a dream of ambition dis- 
solved, many a proud and fanatical pre- 
sumption chockeil and humble.) , before thoy 
invoked battle and slaughter to plead their 
cau.'e.

Secretary ol 
the Treasury.. Tb*: ioTesligalions of the 
Congressional oommittee into the affaiA of 
tbe treasury department, if they do not find 
any kinds of leaks io the finaccial affairs, 
will certainly develo[i a groat leak in the 
moral affairs of the concern. The lady clerk 
eoiployees will certainly bring Mr. 
to grief. I understand the committee have 
brought to ligb t oce of the most stupendous 
and infamous systems of immoral conduct, 
to say tbe least, pvec known in public af- 
fairs.

This remark^^ 
bte belt has, from the earliest ages writk 
which we have any record, maintained th^ 
same place among the stars, andjsrhen ex- 
amined throtijh a powerful telesebpe'.'tt il 
found to bo composed of myriads of gUtter- 
Chase ing dust, on the back ground of tha general . 
heavens. 8ir William Herschel has divi- 
ded it into a nitmbar of nebttlous systems^ 
or separate clusters of sters, and has des- 
cribed their appoarances and shapes; hat, mk. 
yet, it is to us bat tbe shadowy ontlina of 
another branch of astfonoiUical rese*n^ 
which will require mo^e powertnl instrur 
ments an4 more human genius than is ooa^ 
at command for its exploration. Tbe sam# - 
authority above referred to thinks fbit tm 
pheuomena of the milky way agree witll 
the supposition that the stars of oiir firma- 
ment instead of beinj' scattered in all direc- 
tions indifferently through space, form a' . 
stratum, of which the thickness is small ia 
comparison with its length and breadth, and 
in which the earth occupies a place some- 
where about the middle of its thickness . ■

Peace Men on |;lie In^ease, and Caxiaa 
of it~^«wa of an Amarlcanin Xtorope. 

Special Corres. to tlio Cinoinnati Enquirer. 

Peace men have increased in namber 
here amaziogly in the past ten days, and 
strange it may aonnd the administration has 
physically forced tbelr growth; reflecting, 
intelligent Bepablicana believe that SUo- 
toD, by his^la f arb i tr a ry srrssti^ haa dam- 
aged their party more than all else that has 
happened la tbe past year, and non-par«i- 
san heretofore war-men now say, "It is 
clear that this war is not being carried on 
for tba parpo?e we orieinally engaged in U, 
We do not want the Union preserved, if io 
order to save it, we are to have a military 
despotism in place of the Constitatioo. — 
We have tmo a military despotism — and 
Stanton is Dictator. Our condition coold 
not be msde worse by any ohanze; let us, 
tbarafore, stop this war with the Confeder- 
ates snd dismiss from* office' those who de- 
prive us of our constitutional rights.' 

So the kettle of public sentiment is boll- 
iog here. 

Keferringto the peace prop-isitton, a gen 
tleman from your c.ty, now traveling io Eu 
rope, writes a latter dated at Paris, April 27, 
1864. Tbe letter is addreaaed to Hon. Alex. 
Long, who was kindly permitted me to oopy 
the correspondence. The writer says: 

•On my return to this city from a trip 
through Aus'.ria and Italy, Ificii the French, 
German and Italian pipers exter.si ve'iy 
ventilating your remarks on that occasion, 
(referring to Mr. Long's speech in the Hoaae 
of Representatives ) The Europaaa ' press 
seem almoat in a body to snstain yoa in tbe 
right to enteruin and freely expreaa yonr 
views snd ssntiments as a Bepresantattve. 
Aa to the propriety of your suggestiors, or 
the time selected to make them, there is a 
diversity of opiriion. 

I have traveled much on the Continent 
since I left home, io August last, and have 
added much to my former small stock of 
wisdom as to the opinions of Boropaaaa on 
the present American war. 

The people of Germany and France are 
free to oonfeaa that tbe Soath ia entitled to 
a separate Government, and will to denht 
achieve iu iodepaodeaea. Yet they wonld 
gladly r— the North pursue this matter, for 
tbe purpose of abolishing vl^very. Pr ince 
is more abolition in sentiment than ever 
Old or New England was. She enii rtains 
the idea honestly, bolidving in tbe equality 
of rac«>P, and that all are entitled to liberty. 
TheTankee, after having stolen tbe negro, 
will never content to give him either eivil 
or political liberty. 

Oermaoy indorses tbe war pretty mncfa 
on the asms groand the Yankee does, that 
is, she has invested men and money ic tbe 
enterprise to a larger extent. I rlid n()t pass 
a Broker's or a Bdnker's wimlow in all Ger 
many, without seeing Lincoln's and Chas"'s 
face on greenbacks and bonds, aa thick as 
you see them on Third street. 

lien's teeth sre as plenty as tbeee Ameri. 
can ass i y ii aafs every where ontride of Oer- 
many. 

These Oermaas who were driven oat as 

rebels io 1848, are now in jonr country , and 
where do you find them? Fighiina in the 
very causa they rebelled against a; honrig I 
The German states understand this perfect- 
ly, and ais encouraging and a.ssisting them 
to emigrate. They are considered a dis- 
Inrbing element at home, and yon will find 
them soeb with yoo. 

Eoglsnd hss mora hssrt, sool and brave- 
ry, than any people I have met, with the 
single exception of tbe people tbe Ya .kea 
wishes to exterminate. At the commence- 
ment of this war, the people of Etiglaod 
were almost unanimously in favor of the 
North. The scales have gradually fallen 
from their eyes, and tbey see tbe Yankee in 
all his naked deformity— no honesty in bis 
abolition sentiment, or chrittiso professions. 
In all my traveU, I have failed to maet one 
single instsnee, where sn Englishman is a 
well wijher of the North, io this struggle. 
It is common for them to call the Y.)i.kee 
a savsge ar.d a bruie — scarcely worthy of 
being culled more than half civilised. 

And now my old friend let me apologize 
.'or having wondered from my point. I 
comrnenced this note simply tooffsryoamy 
thanks for vour fearless a'dvoeaoy of peace. 

You stopped a little abort of tbe true 
mark. We most .Have Peace and Union if 
possible; bat Peace even wiibont Union.— 
Stop the war and m:ike a Union of consent, 
if possible.

Repablican Convention at Cleveland. 

Clbtcland. May 30, 11. P. M. — Judging 
from the number of delegates already in and 
those represented on the way, tbe coavan- 
tion to-morrow will be composed of eever- 
al hundred delegates.

The Oarmaas have delegates from twelve 
StateiW s^o of-whom held an infosroal 
meeting on Sunday, when, after an inter- 
change of views, resolutions were adopted 
aga'nst Licrolo in favor of Fremont; <tgalnst 
suppression of the press and in favor of right 
of trial by jury, and protesting against any 
infringment upon this rights as destructive 
of American liberty, also io favor of amen- 
ding the constitnlion to prohibit slsvery, 
and for the Monroe doctrine, snd the one 
term principle as nbsolately necessary to 
check corruption Apparently none of the 
delegation of War Democrats from Now 
York favor ;h« nnminntion of Grant with 
Fremont for Vice-President. They argue 
that a victory in Virginia next month will 
secure the endorsement of this ticket at 
Chicago. On the other hand, the Fremon- 
tersssy that they want a man whose polit- 
ical record is well deSoed snd known to the 
country, and who has positive strength — 
This they claim for thoir candidate, and 
profess to believe he is likely to be oodors- 
ed at Chicago as is General Grant. 

The indications are that Grants name 
will ba withdrawn, and that of Fremont 
will be nominated without oppositicn. 

Several are named for Vice President, 
among them G«n. Cochran, Qea W. Cas#, 
Grats Brown, Oen. Logan, Gov. Andre w« 
and Oen. Boseeraos. Cocbraa is tho stron- 
gest to-night.
